BRITAIN POLICY OF AID 
TO IRAQ UNAFFECTED BY 
WITHDRAWAL FRO M PACT

LONDON (AP)—^Britain's policy of supplying arms to Iraq 


•will remain unaffected by the decision of the Iraqi government 
to withdraw from the anti-Communist Baghdad Past, a For- 
eign Office spokesman said today. 


Iraqi Premier Abdel Karim Kassem Tuesday announced the 


decision to pull out of the alliance. His move may have been 
intended to mollify both the pan-Arab followers of President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser of the United Arab Republic and the Com- 
munist bloc.

Sen ate Debating 
An Extension of 
Fed. Jobless Pay 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The Sen- 


ate today debates extension of the 
temporary federal jobless pay 
program, with indications it will 
adopt the three-month tapering- 
off bill already passed'by the 
House. 


The Senate Finance Committee 


Monday approved the House bill 
with only a minor amendment. It 
rejected a substitute proposed by 
18 Democratic senators for a 15- 
month extension with liberalized 
provisions. 
J Sen. Pat McNamara (D-Mich), 
chief sponsor of the 15-month pro- 
posal, told a reporter it would be 
offered in today's floor debate. 
But there appeared to be small 
chance it would win out. 


The House-passed bill, which 


was endorsed by the Eisenhower 
administration, would not permit 
any person who becomes jobless 
after April 1 to qualify for the 
temporary benefits. 


But it would allow those who 


have qualified before April 1 to 
draw their checks up to June 30 
this year. About 405,000 persons 
would benefit at a cost of 78 mil- 
lion dollars.

He said foods tend to go up in 
the late spring and summer, 
but .this expected rise may be 
moderate this year and counter- 
balanced to some extent by ex- 
pected declines in durable goods 
and clothing.

Fate of Lawrence Tax Plan 
In Hands of GOP Minority

HARRlSBURG (AP) — The fate 


of Gqv. Lawrence's plan to raise 
264 million dollars by expanding 
the sales tax lay squarely in the 
reluctant lap of the House Repub- 
lican minority today.

to revive the defeated measure 
when the Legislature 'returns to 
Hafrisburg next Tuesday.

Neither Rep. Albert W. Johnson, 


Republican floor leader, nor Rep. 
W. Stuart Helm (Armstrong), 
House GOP p o l i c y committee 
chairman, would make a predic- 
tion on what course the caucus 
would adopt. 


Johnson's only hint that some 


GOPielp may be forthcoming was 
his statement in answer to a news- 
man's question whether the sales 
tax measure would be enacted in- 
to law next month. 


"It certainly should be," he re- 


plied. 


The sales tax proposal, increas- 


ing the rate from 3 to 3% per cent 
and extending its coverage to in- 
clude such exempt items as'beer 
and liquor 'and automobile trade- 
ins, was defeated last Thursday 
86-119. . 


The governor said Tuesday that 


he expected some of the 17 House 
Democratic rebels who voted a- 
gainst the measure to change their 
minds on a second roll call.

House Vote 
Rejects Cuts 
In Spending

WASHINGTON (AP)—A bipar- 


tisan House vote for increased 
spending has given President Ei- 
senhower a major legislative vic- 
tory but may cost Republicans in 
Congress some 1960 campaign 
ammunition. 


With heavy Democratic and Re- 


publican support, the House late 
Tuesday shouted approval of a 
52,657,402,944 supplemental appro- 
priation bill after handing its Ap- 
propriations Committee one of its 
worst setbacks in years. 


The principal victory for Eisen- 


hower lay in inclusion of 100 mil- 
lion dollars for the foreign aid de- 
velopment loan program. He had 
asked 225 millions but the com- 
mittee had allowed nothing. 


In addition, the House increased 


funds for eight other agencies for 
the remaining three months of the 
present fiscal year, though not as 
much as Eisenhower had asked. 


None of the spending wiU di- 


rectly affect the 77-billion-dollar 
budget Eisenhower has proposed 
for next year. 


As the bill went to the Senate, it 


allotte d?177,880,500 more than the. 
committee had approved but still 
was $207,551,532 below the total 
requested by the President. 


Extra money added to the com- 


mittee's usually inviolate recom- 
mendations were the 100 million 
for the Development Loan Fund, 
$50,300,000 for defense education 
programs, $100,000 for the Recrea- 
tion Resources Review Commis- 
sion, 2,y2 million for the District 
of Columbia,- 54,306,500^ for in-pa-. 
tient veterans-^$554-,OOa--for-out-pa- 
tient care of veterans, 52,100,000 
for the Treasury Department, 18 
million for the Post Office Depart- 
ment and $20,000 for the Narcotics 
Burea.

DeGaulle Warns West 
Must Remain in Berlin 


PARIS (AP)—President Charles 


de Gaulle said today any West 
Berlin blockade by East Germany 
would bring Soviet troops in -the 
area face to face with the West. 


"If the Western world sees the 


passage to Berlin barred," he told 
a news conference, "the Soviet 
would have to deal with the 
West." 


De Gaulle said that the Western 


powers must not accept anything 
that might compromise the right 
of their troops to stay in Berlin or 
their passage to West Germany. 


De Gaulle spoke to a group of 


600 newsmen gathered for his first 
news conference as President of 
the Fifth Republic. It was also the 
first full-scale press conference 
ever held by a president at the 
Elysee Palace. 


Previously the chief of state in 


France has been a figurehead.

IKE WARNS ALLIES WILL 
NOT BE BLACKMAILED OR 
BLUFFED INTO DECISION

WASHINGTON (AP)—President Eisenhower said today he 


believes the Western Allies will have to meet at the summit 
with Soviet Premier Nikita Khrushchev to get any sort of valid 
agreement on German problems. 


But no one is going to command the United States and the 


other Western powers to show up at a top level conference, the 
President told a news conference emphatically. 


The West will not be bluffed or blackmailed into going to the 


summit, he said. 


Eisenhower thus said anew, although indirectly, that his at- 


tendance at any summit meeting will be contingent on progress 
at an earlier conference of East-West foreign ministers, 
cifically whether he 
attaches-5* 
JL. 


any conditions to meeting at 
the summit with 
Khrushchev 


and this country's Western Al- 
lies. 


At the, time of Eisenhower's 


talk with British Prime Minis- 
ter 
Harold 
MacmiUan 
there 


were reports from British quar- 
ters that 
Eisenhower 
had 


agreed unconditionally to go to 
a summit meeting. 


Today the President 
noted 


that the reply of the Western 
Allies to a March 2 Soviet note 
regarding a summit conference 
has 'now been coordinated with 
the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization. That reply, he ad- 
ded, will ba made public soon, 
and the answer to the matter of 
any conditions 
in connection 


with a summit meeting will be 
disclosed in that note. 


But h'e went on to say that 


his convictions 
concerning 
a 


summit conference have been 
known for years and that he 
never has changed them. 


He added he doesn't expect 


to change them unless 
some-1 


thing cataclysmic develops. 


That was an obvious allusion 


to his statements, as recently 
as a week ago, that he would 
go to a summit meeting if de- 
velopments in the 
meantime 


should warrant it. 


At another point Eisenhower 


was asked to explain just what 
he had in mind when he said 
last week in a nationwide tele- 
vision-radio address that there 
must be justification 
for 
a 


summit meeting. 


He replied that he meant 


progress—obviously at an ear- 
lier foreign ministers confer- 
ence—that would justify a top 
level conference. 


EStill later at today's ses- 


soin with newsmen, Eiserihower 
was asked whether he felt any- 
thing worthwhile could come of 
a meeting with Soviet represen- 
tatives at anything less than 
the summit level.

Sullivan has said he would carry

bride, Olga, 30, was convicted of 
hiring two men to kill her daugh- 
ter-in-law on the promise of pay- 
ing $6,000. Augustine Baldonado, 


I 26, and Luis Moya, 20, confessed 
kidnaping and strangling Olga.

in a small open boat to unin- 
habited Henderson Island to cut 
Miro wood for their carving's 
which the islanders sell to pass- 
ing boats that stop about every 
ten days. 


Henderson Island has a curi- 


ous connection with 
literary 


history. In 1820 the. Nantucket 
whaler "Essex" was rammed 
and sunk in mid-Pacific by a 
sperm whale, and two of her 
life boats landed on Henderson 
Island. There was little water 
and no food, and the ship-wreck- 
ed mariners put to sea again 
and finally were picked up near 
the /South American coast after 
a three-month voyage. Many 
hardships reduced them to can- 
nibalism. From this story of the 
"Essex", Herman Melville was 
inspired to write "Moby Dick"

in color and has a novel texture.

Survey Reveals 


TOKYO (AP)-Japan is a nation, 


of philandering husbands and 
faithful wives, a local Dr. Kinsey 
reported today. 


Prof. 
Shinichi 
Asayama 
ef 


Osaka Municipal University esti- 
mated that 60 to 70 per cent of all 
Japanese husbands have sex rela- 
tions with women other than their 
wives, but less than 8 per cent of 
the wives are unfaithful. 


"Japanese husbands, compared 


to American husbands, are five 
times safer as far as their wives' 
fidelity is concerned," he said. 


The 51-year-old geneticist pub- 


lished his findings in the leading 
woman's magazine "Fujin Koron" 
(Women's Forum) after question- 
ing 257 married women and 182 
husbands. The magazine devoted 
a special issue to "The Problem 
of Men." 


Asayama also surved 4,838 un- 


married men and 1,200 single 
working girls between the ages of 
20 and 30. The incidence of sexual 
experience among the men ranged 
from 20 per cent of the 20-year- 
olds to 75 per cent of the 30-year- 
olds. 
Nonvirgimty 
among 
the 


women increased from 18 to 28 
per cent. 


Of the unmarried men, said 


Asayama, "The rate was lowest 
among young bank employes. Per- 
haps their occupation made them 
as solid as their banks' safes." 


He attributed the widespread in- 


fidelity amn^ married men' to 
three things: (1) the traditional 
system of marriages arranged by 
parents; (2) widespread tacit ap- 
proval of prostitution, and (3) the 
training traditionally given respec- 
table Japanese girls w h i c h 
"makes them technical wives and 
mothers but fails to develop wom- 
en with the ability to respond pos- 
itively to the manly desires of 
their husbands."

surgical problem because more 
and more of its victims are liv- 
ing long enough to develop com- 
plications.

the aging process. 


The. condition usually goes 


unnoticed—unless X-rays 
are 


taken, no one knows about its 
existence Pain is noted when 
the pockets become inflamed 
through irritation or infection. 
Distress may be mild or severe, 
depending upon complications. 


Peritonitis develops when the 


inflamed pockets 
break 
open 


and the intestinal contents leak 
into the abdomen. This is not 
as severe as peritonitis from a 
ruptured appendix but frequent 
recurrences are likely-to cause 
abscesses, adhesions, chronic in- 
flammation, bowel obstruction, 
or bleeding.

NEW YORK (AP) — What are 


you going to live on when you're 
old' 


Even some of the rock 'n' roll 


generation may think about that 
once m a while. And the U S Su- 
preme Court's decision on vari- 
able annuities brings up today all 
the many forms of retirement in- 
come that are available to Amer- 
icans. 


A rock 'n' roller is likely to dis- 


miss the question of cash in old 
age by saying the government 
will take care of it. He means 
old age pensions, and all the other 
benefits that federal and stae 
governments hand out these days 


Workers also either have or 


hope for some form of retirement 
pension Many civil servants have 
similar pension plans. Some un- 
ions have funds for aiding their 
retired members 


Then you come to the list of 


income which an individual pio- 
vides for himself entirely on his 
own. These forms compete with 
each other for the individual's 
savings. This is one reason the 
variable annuity was brought be- 
fore the U.S. Supreme Court. 


The usual type of annuity as 


sold by insurance companies pro- 
vides for a fixed return in dol- 
lars. 


The variable annuity 
offers 


payment in dollar amounts that 
go up and down in line with mar- 


I 


ket value of the corporate stocks 
into which the insurance compa- 
ny has put the reserve funds in- 
volved. The argument is that 
stock prices will go up when the 
cost of living rises and that'thus 
the annuity holder will have a 
fairly stable standard of living. 


Many insurance officials chal- 


lenge this argument. They say 
the stock market is no reliable 
barometer of inflation, nor is con- 
tinuing inflation as inevitable as 
some contend 


There are forms of insurance 


besides annuities that have re- 
tirement pay features. 


Another competitor is the mu- 


tual fund. Holders of this form of 
security also have their returns 
ned to the investing skill of the 
fund's management and to some 
extent to the rise and fall of the 
market value of such invest- 
ments. 


Dealers in stocks and bonds 


also tend to look upon I the van- 
able annuity as a competitor. 
Many persons buy stocks and 
bonds with the aim of assuring 
an income in old age. 


Dealers and exchange officials 


naturally prefer that individuals 
buy stocks through them rather 
than through insurance compa- 
nies. They hold that if insurance 
companies do enter this field they 
should be subject to the same 
regulation as are the security 
dealers or those floating new se- 
curities.

It is being watched not only as a possible source of competition •

IN OVERSIMPLIFICATION, ONE MAIN purpose of CEEC was ' 


to create an American-type mass market in western Europe. The , 
benefits expected are increased trade volume, reduction of costs 
through mass production methods and at the same time increased 
wages and standards of living for European workc . 


The initial action was a 10 per cent reduction of tariffs between > 


the six countries on Jan. 1. A second 10 per cent cut is scheduled 
w 


for next Jan. 1. But these cuts are being extended to all members 1 
of GATT—the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, to which > 
the U.S. subscribes. 


There has not yet been time to measure accurately the effects of 
Y 


these changes on world trade patterns. '

AN EXTREME CONCERN EVERYWHERE is that CEEC will 


develop into a supercartel that will beat down all competition. 


From the American pomt of view, the anxiety of not being able 


to get a piece of the European mass market is considered less than 
the fear of European firms capturing a larger share of the U.S.' 
market. But U.S. tariffs may turn out to be high enough to block 
most imports from Europe. 


American labor costs are roughly double European. But Ameri- 


can productivity is higher. And so far higher U.S. costs have not 
priced American goods out of European markets. 


AT THE PRESENT TIME, EUROPE WANTS American capital ' 


development. This position may be reversed if U.S. business gets 
too big a share of the European market. But today it offers oppor- 
tunity for U.S. industry to establish new lines. 


If U.S. automakers, for instance, do get into small car production ' 


and develop lines that will compete with European models, there 
would be some prospect of recapturing part of the declining foreign 
market for big automobiles. 


The major uncertainty, however, is whether the European Com- l 


mon Market will mean a reduction in U.S. job opportunities through 
competition with European production. 


The alternative would be lor American business to gain from 


greater prosperity throughout the world and the creation tot new 
markets in Asia and Africa through generally expanded trade with 
the developing countries 


That way it could mean expansion of U.S. job opportunities, • 


needed now to take care of reduced employment from automation , 
and a constantly growing labor force.

Hew York City 
Is Considering 
Becoming State 


NEW YORK ra—New York 


City is loking into the possibil- 
ty of seceding from New York 
and seeking statehood. 


The suggestion that the city 


might become a sovereign state 
caused the stata Senate to rock 
with laughter. But the city 
fathers maintained they weren't 
just whistling "Dixie." 


Demands for separation of 


the city from the rest of the 
state go back almost 100 years. 
The first was made by Mayor 
Fernando Wood in 1861. Since 
then bills calling for secession 
have been Introduced into the 
Legislature many times. 


How to do it legally has al- 


ways been a question. 


A move calling for a commit- 


tee to" study the possibility was 
introduced in the City Council 
Tuesday, and referred to the 
Rules Committee for study. 


The move came in the wake 


of a bitter fight between the 
city and the state over money. 
The city government, which is 
Democratic, said it must have 
new taxes this year to balance 
its budget. Pel-mission was need- 
ed from the Legislature, which 
is Republican. 


The city leaders claimed they 


had to go "hat in han<J" to Al- 
bany. There, they said, they 
found New York City treated 
like an "unwanted 
stepchild." 


They didn't get all the taxing 
power they wanted. 


Mayor Robert F. Wagner's 


immediate response was to lop 
32 million dollars off the bud- 
get, annduncmg that the pinch 
would be felt by 80,000 city em- 
ployes who would get smaller 
pay raises, or none at all. 
"The mayor's austerity pro- 
gram brought a wave of protest 
from city employes. Some 9,000 
of the city's teachers threatened 
mass resignations. Other city 
employes scheduled a one-day 
protest stoppage—30,000 strong 
—• next Tuesday. Later they 
hinted they might stay out 
longer. 


At Albany, the state Senate 


howled with laughter v.hen a 
resolution was introduced to let 
New York City secede.

PRICES — Eisenhower once 


more called on both labor and 
management in the steel industry 
to display statesmanship and try 
to avoid any price increase for 
steel. 


CONGRESS—Asked to assess 


the record of the Democratic con- 
trolled 86th Congress as it is about 
to take an Easter recess, Eisen- 
hower replied with a smile' that 
the lawmakers are unpredictable. 
He has found, he said, that Con- 
gress' actions usually come in 
spurts toward the end of the ses- 
sion. 


NEPOTISM—A reporter asked 


what Eisenhower thought of Con- 
gress members who put relatives 
on their payrolls. Again with a 
smile, the President replied he 
would leave that one for the re- 
porters' editors. 


TREATY—Any separate Soviet 


peace treaty with East Germany 
in advance of a summit confer- 
ence would not in itself end West- 
ern rights in Berlin, Eisenhower 
said, adding that the Allies are 
determined to protect those rights. 


NIXON—There was considera- 


tion given to having Vice Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixori sit in at 
the Eisenhower-Macmillan talks 
last week. While that idea was 
abandoned, the President said he 
has held a long meeting with 
Nixon since the talks and the Vice 
President is fully acquainted with 
what went on there. 


JOHNSON—A reporter, suggest-

(D-Tex) might win the Democrat- 
ic presidential nomination, asked 
whether Eisenhower feels

Eisen- 
hower ducked that one. He simply 
referred to the Texas Senator as 
a warm personal friend of many 
years—a man, who like himself, 
belongs to the cardiac club.

Byrd (D-Va) is urging him to veto 
legislation which the Senator feels 
would throw the administration's 
77-biJlion-dollar budget out of bal- 
ance, Eisenhower said he has no 
agreement with Byrd regarding [ 
possible vetoes. But he added he ' 
does agree with Byrd on the ne- 
cessity for safeguarding the na- 
tion's financial status.

Califo rnia But One oi Nine 
States to Execute Woman 


By ARTHUR W. EVERETT 
NEW YORK (AP) — Forty-one 


states and the District of Colum- 
bia sanction the death penalty for 
convicted criminals. But only nine 
states have executed a woman in 
recent years. 


California is one of the nine, and 


its last experience with a woman 
in its gas chamber was so dis- 
tasteful that a. legislative effort 
now is underway to abolish cap- 
ital punishment. 


But, ironically, it was 'the state 


of California that Tuesday be- 
came the latest to doom a woman 
to death.. She is Elizabeth Dun- 
can, whose jealous love of her 30- 
year-old son drove her to promise 
two" men $6,000 to kill her daugh- 
ter-in-law.. 


•It was ""the 1955 execution of 


Barbara Graham, 32, jn the San 
Quention prison gas chamber that 
sickened many Californians on 
^capital punishment. 


A prostitute turned robber, she 


died with two professional jobbers 
for the murder of a 63-year-old 
Burbank, Calif., widow in a rob- 
bery attempt. The case formed 
the basis for a current movie, "I 
Want to Live,'-' starring 'Susan 
Hayward. 


After Miss Graham's 
death, 


Atty. Gen. Edmund G. Brown, 
now governor of California, was 
moved to' declare: "This business 
today has been like some dark 


j memory out of the Roman Col- 
' iseum." 


"I hope Barbara Graham will 


vbe the last woman to be executed 
in the stafe of California." 


New York, probably, has exe- 


cuted more women than^any other 
state—eight by state decree and 
a ninth by mandate of the fed- 
eral government. The latter was 
a participant with her husband in 
one of the most infamous cases 
in American history—the Rosen- 
berg atomic spy case. 


Ethel Rosenberg went with her 


husband Julius to Sing Sing's elec- 
tric chair. June 19, 1953. She-died, 
with no display of emotion. 


In recent years, Ohio has put 


three women to death in the eleor" 
trie chair, and South Carolina and 


I Alabama have electrocuted two 


I each. Illinois has electrocuted one 
| So has Virginia, but not since 1911. 


Two women have gone to the 


gas chamber in North Carolina,' 
and one in Missouri. In the latter 
state, years ago, a murderess was 
hanged.
